Joiinson s 
narrow passions have done good and not ham. As 
lionis Xapoleon is said to have apologized in ISoS 
for leaving Venetia in the hands of Austria, 
ground that Italy would be con-solidated far sooner 
•with two great external irritants, Rome and Venice, 
still to chafe the Italian nation into active patriot¬ 
ism and absolute, unity of feeling, so Mr. Johnson, 
if he had the astnteneas of the French Emperor, 
might some day plead before the bar of the Ameri¬ 
can nation, that his bitterness against the cause of 
freedom was essential in the hour of vietoiy to 
alarm the too lenient spirit of the North, to .secure 
the coherence of the Free' Soil party and its ad¬ 
herence to its resolve that tlie South should never 
he trusted again till it had frankly obliterated the 
principal of social tyranny on which the reliollion 
took its stand. Mr. Johnson has hitherto prevent!^, 
and perhaps only a Pre.sident of snch bitter preju¬ 
dices could have prevented, the North from un¬ 
guardedly, in the generosity of its heart, making 
fatal concessions to the South. But now that he 
has succeeded in making them wake ns one ma 
their danger, the next thing should be to save 
most important years in dealing with ik and Mr 
Johnson seems determined to show the Norm tiiat. 
this cannot be done withont brushing aside the 
unfortunate political accident who professes to ad¬ 
minister their will. f . 

The case against Mr. Johnfcn is this. Congress 
has passed—and passed as the net moral result of 
the war,, -without the complete and sincere accept¬ 
ance of which the war would be over only in name 

_and the requisite majority of the States of the 

Union h.averatified the Constitutional Amendment 
finally abolishing slavery, except as a erimmal pun- 
. iahment, and giving Congress power to enforce this 
■ new provision of the Constitution by .appropriate 
legislation. So far the President and the late re¬ 
bellious States profess to go vritli Congress. But 
this change was only nominal so long us the Statw 
lately in rebellion continued to hold to all their old 
legal and social customs constructed on tlie ideat 
of the system they professed to surrender ; so long 
,as whites who shoot negi'oes are acqvutted of aJ 
guilt, and negroes who lift a finger ag^nst whites 
are shot dead ; so long as white men ihay travel 
where they please, and negi-o traveller are ciilled 
vskgnuitvS and condemned to slavery for terms of 
years ; so long as white evidence hangs any number 
of negroes, and negro evidence is not even accept¬ 
ed against a -white ; so long as negroes arc taxed 
for the schools which white children alone may at¬ 
tend, and white men hum down the schools for ne¬ 
groes with absolute impunity ; so long as deliberate 
massacres of the negroes go absolutely unpunished ; 

80 long as Southern courts laugh at the Constitu¬ 
tional Amendmenk and declare it unconstitutional. 
Eet slavery be declared abolished, and yet aU th^ 
things of whic.'i we have spoken go on withont in¬ 
terference on the part of Congress or the Execu¬ 
tive, and it is clear that the results of the war are 
cast to the winds. Yet this is jirecisely what Mr. 
Johnson has moved heaven and earth to effact. 
Congress passed a Freedmen’s Bureau bill last ses¬ 
sion to protect the negroes in the South. Mr. 
Johnson vetoed it, Congi-ess passed a Civil Rights 
bill, deelaring all native negroes citizens of the 
United States, and entitled to all the civil rights of 
whites horn under the same circiimstaiioea. Mr. 

, Johnson vetoed it. Ihiriug the long -vacation a 
' most t.'iisidy and malignant plot was laid by the 
citizens of New Orleans against the Free Soil party 
of that State, and a massacre organized which in 
part took efi'ect, which actually cost the lives of 
more than a score of loyalists, and but for the 
United States troops would have been a second St. 
Bai'tholomew. Mr. Johnson did his best at the 
time, and has done his best ever since, to palliate 
the guilt of that deliberate massaci-e, and to throw 
' the blame upon the -victims. All this has long been 
known. But now Mr. Johnson isplayingmore and 
more boldly the same disgi-aceful part. This s^- 
sion Congi-ess, which is the only Legislature of the 
District of Columbia, in which Washin^on lies, 
has passed by two-third majorities in both Houses 
a bill giving the suffrage to negroes m teat District. 
Ml-. JMmson has vetoed it, although his power oMy 
extends to delaying it for a ilay or two, when the 
same majorities given after his veto will pass it into 
law. Still worse, the only power by which the ayfi 
passion of the South against its freedmeu was miti¬ 
gated was the military power. TUI lately it was 
known that if negroes were murdered and the State 
•Courts refused to take cognizance of the crimes, or 
acquitted the criminals, the military authorities 
would interfere. In Georgia, in the last year, there 
have been three hundred such murders, of which 
only three, or one per cent, were punished, and 
these under the infiuenee of fear of the mUitary 
authorities, who would have had far more influence 
but for the known bias of the President against the 
negroes. Mr. Johnson has just withdrawn thisone 
feeble ofiset against the malignant negro-hatred of 
the South. The Supreme Court has decided that 
in Indiana—a State where there never was any re¬ 
bellion—the mUitary tribunals had no authority ex¬ 
cept over soldiers, and has set aside a Mnte^ tm 
a civilian passed by a mUitary court. Mr. Johuron, 
with indecent haste, has used this deepen to fur¬ 
ther his purpose of giving each of the Southern 
States full freedom to slay or torture its own ne¬ 
groes, without interference from the Central gov- 
emmeut. He has revoked as uuoomditutional the 
military order directing the Federd officer^to in- 
tei-fere in case of any flagrant repudiation by the 
Southern courts of the pto civil rights of the ne¬ 
groes, and has himself dissolved the commission 
sitting to try a self-confessed murderer at Rich¬ 
mond, Di-. James L. Watson, who had been ac- 
quitteil by the local court, in spite of his own boast¬ 
ful conf e^on of the murder, simply and solely on 
the ground that negro murder is not murder. 

In tbis ease a negro coachman called Echols h^ 
driven his mistress’s carr-iage against Dr. Watson’s. 
Dr. Watson, the next day, proceeded to cowhide 
Echols, and on Echols running away called him 
back, under pain of death, to undergo more cow- 
hiding, and shot him for not returning. Of this 
the murderer Watson boasted, and the County 
Court acquitted him as guiltless of murder. The 
MUitary Commission which was sitting to try him 
is dissolved by Mr. Johnson, on the ground that 
the Supreme Court had deciaj-ed trials by mUitary 
commission in Hie Northern States—where there 
never was any rebellion or need of military author¬ 
ity—unconstitutionaL And Dr. Watson may mnr- 
dm- a fi-esh negro each day of the new year with 
absolute certainty of impunity, if not of fame. In 
Mai-vland the judges, aivare that hlr. Johnson ve¬ 
toed the Civil Rights bUl, which was passinl r.ver 
his veto, and will do nothing to enforce at, are 
ting it at nai^ht in the most flagrant manner, and 
on Saturday 22d December, four negroes were sold 
for a term of years at Annapolis for some shgnt of- 
fence—we believe under the vagr^t laws one oi 
them being acfcuaOy permitted to buy hlmsUf tJii 
which he certainly would not have been rf the ot- 
fence had been more than noniinaL The other 
three were sold to farmers for a term of yearn. 
Judge Magruder declaring the CivU Rights bjU ^ 
passed by Congress, whicli refuses to admit any 
distinction in the civil laws founded on color, flifj 
unconstitutional and inconsistent with the law of 
Maryland, All over the Sonth the same absolute 
contempt for the civU rights of the negro is sho^, 
under the fostering care of Mr. Johnson’s justice. 
North Carolina papers declare that State ready for 
a new rebellion on the basis of Mr. Johnson’s prin¬ 
ciples. South Carolina rejects the new Oonstitn- 
tional Amendment, which incorporates the OrvU 
Bights bUI, by 96 to L In Memphis, Tenness^, 
or^nizations to prevent by terror commercial 
dealings -with loyal shopkeepere are formed. In 
Missouri the burning down of freedmen’s schools 
is,apoiW amusement. And evei^here the 
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CONGRESSIONAL RECONSTRUCTION. 


The XXNIXth Congress has passed the limit of 
its oppijrtnnity, and bos taken no step forward in 
Reconstruction. Thanks to Stevens and Boutwem. 
and their radical associate-s in the House, nn-witt- 
ingly assisted by the “Democratic” opposition, 
the nation has been. once more saved from what 
would have been a practical surrender to rebellion. 

In the Senate, since our last issue, a substitute 
for the Military bill, passed by the House, and the 
Eliot Louisiana bill, w'as offered by Mr. Sherman. 
This substitute had its origin with men who want 
to shirk the responsibility of impeachment, and 
who hoped by it to patch up a compromise with the 
Executive. Like the Constitutional Amendment 
which it supplements, it is in itself a makeshift 
and a “swindle,” and would give to the suffering 
loyalists of the Sonth both white and black, a stone 
when they ask for and so much need bread. If 
adopted it would leave Andrew Johnson, as hither¬ 
to, master of the situation, and imperilling the ne¬ 
gro and the loyal whites, make the way to 
perpetual rebel supremacy in the South easy and 
well nigh certain. If not past surpri.se at any tiling 
men in political Mfe may in the stress of an emer¬ 
gency do, we should wonder that the measure did 
not meet a more -vigorous opijositiou in the Senate 
from Messrs. Sumner, Brown and n few from whom 
an earnest protest at least might reasonably liave 
been expected. Mr. Sumner, we believe, failed to 
record bis vote in the negative, while Mr. Brown 
strangoly enough voted for the Sherman substitute. 
Of Wilsou nothing better could he expected. It 
will take more than the vii-tue of a Natick revivM 
to'gi^e him the grace for a manly fight for a princi¬ 
ple where there is, as in this instance, strong temp¬ 
tation to compromise. 

The business of reconstruction and the respon¬ 
sibility of impeachment will now go over to the 
XLth Congi-ess. We count it, on the whole, a great 
gain to have nothing rather than worse than no¬ 
thing. *As tilings are, delay is a gx-eat aid. It se¬ 
cures the opportunity for a healthful reaction in 
opinion. The well-intended but mischievous no¬ 
tions of chai-ity aud generosity advocated by the 
Greeley’s and Beecher’s, aud so readily accepted 
as a legitimate excuse for nnwarrsntahle ooi 
by conscienceless legislators, if not thwarted by 
other uncontrollable tendencies, would have cheat¬ 
ed the nation of the just fruits of victory, aud en¬ 
tailed even greater suffering than the present upon 
all classes in the South. 

Shrinking from the crisis of the inevitable con¬ 
flict with the treacherous Executive, onr political 
leaders have all along soi^ht to postpone it by a 
gratuitous surrender in their attempts at recon¬ 
struction of the acknowledged rights of victors. 
The most the princiiials and active supporters of 
the rebellion could reasonably ask for was, that 
their necks be saved from the halter. Property 
they should lie made to contribute, for their 
good, as for the ^general welfare of the nation, to 
repair as far as possible the injury occasioned by 
their murderous treason. The hundreds ofj 
thoimauds of prepious lives destroyed, it is of 
course beyond their power to restore. But to 
confiscation, and to subordination in the political 
councils of the future, the nation may and should 

demand their unqualified assent. Tp assist in ag^ 

clothing them with power and the opportunity 
for mischief, without ample repentance and 
reformation, i? to trifle with the negro and the 
loyal whites, is cruelty aud not kindness to the 
rebels themselves, and gratuitously to discourage 
national growth and prosperity. 

The old Union we do not want restored. It 
infamous haigain between aristocracy and a 
pretended democracy, for the destruction of which 
we are profoundly grateful ’We do not want, and 
do not mean to accept any reconstruction which 
does not secure political equabty for aU loyal 
people, with ample guarantees, and due subordina¬ 
tion of pro-davery traitors. We admonish the| 
XLth Congress, as -we did its pmlecessor, that itsi 
very first business in order should he the impeach¬ 
ment and deposition of Andrew Johnson. It 
should not stultify itself by consenting to receive a 
message from bim- Until he is impeached, it will 
he found impossible by the XLth, as it has been 
by the XXXIXth Congress, to.mature anything of 
permanent value in reconstruction, which either j 
with or without the veto power, he will not nul¬ 
lify. Impeachment is the nearest duty. It is 
dispensible as a final conquering blow to rebellion, 
a preliminary to any plan of equitable 
construction. 


The honorable gentlemen of ihe Legislature at 
Albany have proposed to themselves a ten days’ 
recess, without Jiaving settled anything in relation 
to the Constitutional Convention. Tliere had 
already been most nnwan-antable delay, 
of its importinoe, in approaching the suhjeck We 
hear it intimated that leading men oi the dominant I 
party of the Legislature, fearing the party eoiwe- 
quenoes of a convention at this time, are adverse 

holding one. It is not an impossible 
event, therefore, that, by pre-aiTanged disagree¬ 
ment upon the iirelimiuary measures, the Conven¬ 
tion may not after all be held. Tlie electors j 
gave for it a large majority vote at the Novem¬ 
ber election, and the Constitution require.s that a 
Convention be held, and duly provided for by the 
Iiegislatiire. But, in the present transition period 
of national affiiirs, our timid politicians fear to 
I risk themselves upon the open sea of a general de¬ 
bate as to the -fnndamenbd principles of govern¬ 
ment, which the holding of the Convention would 
involve. The Tribune, foolishly enough for it, hut 
veary characteristic of Mr. Greeley, opposes the 
extension of the ballot to the proscribed colored 
men, as proposed by the Senate Committee, he- 
oanse it would provoke the opposition of n^o- 
haters. The Albany Evening Journal, over which 
the spirit of Thfirlow Weed seems stiU to hover 
a sort of nightmare, opposes the proposed unqual¬ 
ified negro voting, because, it that be sa 
no good answer can be made to the demand now 
being made for woman also to have a vote 
electing delegates to the Convention. Preased by 
the Democrats, deserted by the Iribune a-fid the 
Journal, uncertain as to whetiier Johnson a 
treason -wfll continue to rule at Washington 
Radicalism come uppermost in tiie XLth Congress, 
the Radicals of the Legislature are in a dilemma. 

The holding of a Convention for the revision 
the Constitution is equivalent to starting anew with 
the State government. The people—all the peo¬ 
ple, wbrte and black, men and women—have a I 
common interest in it, and all should have a voice 
in the creation of, and representation in, the Con¬ 
vention. 

The opportunity of course brings -with it a cor¬ 
responding responsibility, as all opiiortnnity does. 
It is from a consciousness of this responsibility, 
peculiar in the present condition of the nation, 
that faithless, timid and ealcnlatiiig politicians fal¬ 
ter and hesitate. But the responsibilitj’ does not 
rest alone upon the members of the Legislature 
and leading public men. It belongs to every man 
and woman in the State. The unrepresenteil 
clas-ses especially, should forthwith and earne.stly 
assert their claims to full and equal recognition. 
The press, the pulpit, public meetings, and mimer- 
onsly-signed petitions, should, -with one common, 
in-esistible voice, promptly re-assure the Legisla¬ 
ture, demand that a Convention be held at all 
events, and that its platform bo broad and compre¬ 
hensive. ignoring the present nnjnst (irosoription 
account of color and sex, both for electors 
and delegates to he chosen. This is the hour 
for the effort. Let it ho made at once, and vig¬ 
orously.

Henev Wabd Beeoheb gave the opening lecture 
of the Brooklyn Fi-ateiuity course on Wednesday 
evening of last week.

A consideraible portion of his lecture 
was devoted to a re-statement of his arguments for 
the enfranchisement of woman. He made no 
special application of bis views to present public., 
affairs, either State or NatioBal. The iwohlems up- 
permort ip the public mind he made no allusion 
to, greatiy, as we think, to his o-wn discredit. No 
man in his position has a right to be without 
o^nioDS, or to witiihold them from the public in a 
time like the present. His lecture was unsatis&c- 
tory rather on account.of -what it omitted than what 
it contained. 


DEVELOPMENTS OF CHURCH CHARAC¬ 
TER, SOUTH AND NORTH. 

The defenders of slavery have always claimed 
for the South an eminently religious charaotei-. 
According to them, ft held to the old ways, walked 
in the old paths, refused even a hearing to Yankee 
notions and Northei-n “isms” (evenCongregation¬ 
alism), and was therefore assumed to be, as a mat¬ 
ter of com-se, theologically and religiously right. 
Its people were either Episoopaliaus, or Presbyte¬ 
rians, or Methodists, or Baptiste, except in the ft 
places where the Roman Catholic faith laid gained 
a foothold ; and whatever religion there was there 
le or another of these established ruts. 
Every man’s hand was against him who would 
troduee any ideas different from these on the sub¬ 
ject of religion ; to do this would at once hiing 
upon the unlucky proselyter the chaige of being 
an infidel ”; and an infidel, everybody agreed, 
as as bad os an Abolitionist. 

There was a reason for this unanimity of ■opposi¬ 
tion to aU new light upon reUgioos matters. Peo¬ 
ple were allowed to have their choice among these 
five denominations, because slaveiy hod trans¬ 
formed each of them into its own image, and the 
most brutalr and abominable oppression might be 
pi-aeticed by the member of cither of these churches 
withont injuring his “good standing,” or subject¬ 
ing kim to “ discipline ” or even to question, from 
the churcl) autlforitfea The support of slavery, 
and of all the customs, details and incidents belong- 
slavery, was a matter of course. The rights 
oflbe m^r, and the understanding that >io rights 
belonged to the slave, or to the slave’s -wife 
daughter, were matters of course, just as much 
among ohureh-members as among horse-jockeys ■ 
bar-keepers. The pulpit and the pews were quite 
agreed about this matter ; so weU agreed that there 
as no need of saying anything about it 
But when events brought about the overthrow of 
slavery in the South^when the great bulk of it 
abolished by law, and its complete removal 
obviously only a question of time—-when great 
nnmbeis of planters and traders and other 
worldly ” people felt free to admit that slavery 
had always been a curse to the South, and 
that they were glad of its removal—vjben these 
things came about, I say, it was assumed at the 
North, as a matter of course, that the “pious 
people of the Soutii, and particularly its clergyrl 
would he most forward of all to welcome this' 
change, rejoice in it, adapt themselves to it, make 
the best of it. apd triumph in the Providential 
dispensation which had takeq away the fmitEul 
mother of the worst -rices which prevailed in their 
community. If worldly people did so much in that 
direction, suiely “Christians” would do more; 
and it is really taken for granted through most of 
this country that Soutiiem members of Episcopal, 
Presbyterian, Baptist and Methodist churches are 
Christians, in spite of the fact that they have been 
the most pertinacious of the defenders of slavery ! 

WeU, -n’hen the General Assembly of the South¬ 
ern Presbyterian Church held its Annual Meeting 
at Memphis about two montlis ago, their Presby¬ 
terian brethren in the North looked for some ex¬ 
pression of their readiness not only to adapt them¬ 
selves to the new state of things, hut to rejoice in 
it It was not unreasonable to expect that “ Chris¬ 
tians ” would make up their mmds to accept their 
negi'o brother in the chnreh as an actual and equal 
brother, at least as soon as the nnregenerate slave¬ 
holder accepted him as an equal feUow-citizen.- H 
was not unreasonable to expect, considering the 
friohfcful depravity of manners and morals directly 
pranced by slavery, that men who made any pre¬ 
tence of being Christians should show themselves 
ready at least to take advantage of its aboUtiou, and 
ti-v to amend the evils it had produced. 

Reasonable or not, this expectation was di8ai> 
„ntoted At the Memphis meeting (as was shown 
n “he' Standard of Dec. 290i), it was seriously 
decided that, although in a certain sense the white 
church-membei- was “one with” the colored 
ohurch-member, they were one only “m Chns 
Jesus,” and not at aU to the extent of having equal 
riahte in the chttich ! 

Here is what was said by Rev. Dr. Baird of 
Vii-ginia, in regard to the status of black church- 

Hiembers and Uaok minister : 

“ There is a fundameoita^ mmeiilfcy m the way of 
• ' tnlored man equality m our ecdesiastical

S^S^e ®Sible to the Church ; not to a look 
^d com^ not to a mere handful of people, hut^ 


hortation, common to all Christiaiis, yon may 
license colored people to preach to cwlqreff people. 
But he would not. put the right of junsdi^on in 
their hands, because of this iusnperable obstacle m 
their way, they could not hfe acceptable to the 
whole cliurcb.” ^ 

Wfil it be said, we must not judge the whole body 
by the speech of one man ? True, bat the general 
current of remark in the General Assembly ran in 
the same direction, and a very large majority, at 
the close of the discussion, voted that negroes 
should Not be ordained as ministers. 

Lastly, it may lie asked, though the iliscussions 
which came to this result extended through one or 
two days, was it not, after all, liasty action ; action 
of which the members were afterwards ashamed ? 
We have some evidence to present on this point 

The Presbyterian /ncl»sr—published at Mobile 
aud New Orteins, and edited by Bev. Dr. John H. 
Bice, a prominent member of the General Assem¬ 
bly of the Sonthem Presbyterian Church, lately in 
session at Memphis—vindicates the action of that 
Assembly in refusing ordination to colored 
follows: 

We do not hesitate to affirm that the views and 
opinions of Stouthem Christians on the subject of 
slavery have neither been revolutionized nor even 
modified by the events of the past six years. ’ 

And again— 

“ We honestly believe that the true policy of the 
Church, haring in view the true devotion as well M 
the salvation of the colored race, is, so far as tiieir 
ecclesiastical relations are concerned, to keep 
them as nearly in their former position towards 
ns as tiieir changed social condition will admit 
Therefore, instead of repeUuuj the charge wiac® 
against our General Assembly of trying to hold the j 
aAored man in the Church just as he was before his 
emancipation, we confess it, and glory 

The New York Observer, opposing the course of 
polifey here described, says in regard to the conti¬ 
nued existence of pro-slavery feeling at the Sonth 
—“We honestly believe that the Presbyb-rian 
Index speaks the real sentiments of the Memphis 
Assembly. 

And yet, thinking thus, the Observer continues 
to coll these people “Christians!” To assume 
that, as a matter of course, the members of Presby¬ 
terian churches must be Christians, though their 
daily fife agrees with their avoweil principles 
violating alike the letter and spirit of the life < 
joined by Jesus Christ! 

Could there be more decisive proof of' what the 
Abolitionists have al-ways said, that slavery has cor¬ 
rupted the religion of this countiy? It is not 
lerely that churches composed wholly or partly of 
slaveholders are, in so far, corrupt; it is notmerely 
that the Southesn churches were corrupt, before 
slavery was forcibly taken away from them. The 
evil .spreads far -wider, penetrates fai- deeiier. The 
pernicious fruit remains, poisoning the. very air 
aronnd it, after the tree has been cut down. The 
Nortlieni churches have i-ecoived this contagion as 
fully as the -Southern. The Northern churches, 
haring, for half a century past, persisted in taking 
to their arms as brethren men whoso daily work 
moral pitch, mud and filth, men whose com- 
fe was tainted with the foulest corruption, 
have experienced the nattiral effect of such contact, 
and have themselves become defiled. But this is 
not the worat. ITieir natnre, like the dyer’s arms, 
has become “ sub’dueff to what it works in. ” Their 
natural taste, their moral sense, their power of 
spiritual perception have become so depraved by 
long voluntary complicity with sin, that they have 
lost not oqly the love of iiiirity Imt the power of 
distinguishing nuclcanness when Uiey 

The turning of the North against slavery during 
the late wav was a product, not of righteonanes.s i 
tlic ohurcli, but of common sense in “ the world. 
Plenty of ReiinbUcaDs were, chureli-meinbers, but 
the Repubbean party took ground against davery 
before the churches did, and the influence which 
first turned the mass of the people in that direction, 
il brought Lincoln slowly up to the point of pro¬ 
claiming Emancipation, came not from the clergy, 
not from the churches, but from the working of 
common ^nsc and patriotism in the minds of lead¬ 
ing men who had never made any pretensions to 
‘•piety.” The church, in this matter, followed on 
after “the world,” just as the “ Christian Com¬ 
mission ” (so-called) cut in upon the Sanltai-y Com¬ 
mission, stoaling its benevolent idea, turning it to 
the aid of sectarian propagandism, and drawing off 
a largo portion of the funds which had mamtaiued 
its work of unqualified usefulness. And now, when 
3n of the world have come to see clearly that 
iWty was a sin, an atrocious -wickedness, as well 
as a social, political and economical evil, the North¬ 
ern church persists in regarding it as an evil only, 
and not as u sin! The people who delight in 
slavery, -vindicate it, try make the ahoUtion of it 
merely nominal, aud avow their determination to 
hold on to as much of it as they can, are still, 
their judgment, “Christians.” If they hold to the 
existence of God in one person only, and not ' 
three, they would not be Christians ; hut as they 
oidy tyrannize over their weak brother, only take 
away tlie key of knowledge, only maintained caste 
in tiie church for the purpose of being able to 
maintain it longer in the world, only omit justice 
and mercy while following the prescribed order of 
prayers and sacraments—they are still Christians 1 
The religion ui which the majority of the people 
of Ahia country have been educated, the religion 
which they still hold and in which they firmly 
Ijeligye—^whatever merits and excellencies it in¬ 
cludes, includes also this taint and rice, namely 
it has so formed the habit of judging of character by 
profession maiuly, and little or not at all by prac¬ 
tice, it has so accustomed itself to a silent allowance 
of immoral conduct in those who held to its creed 
and practised its devotional observances, that it 
has come really to estimate the tree by its printed 
label rather than its frnit; to think that a 
character is better shown by his professions than 
by his Ufa; and heartily to accept eril character for 
church-membership, when high profession and 
strict devotional observance go with it. But 
moral education of our people, and especially the 
trainiug of our children and youth, to be left 
hands of men so incompetent to the work ? 

continue to hold that as the true religion which 
so flagrantly disregards morality, and sets at nought 
the obvious distinctions between right and wrong ? 

A very large portion of the corruptions which 
have attached themselves to our church cus¬ 
toms, and wliich thus have come to be considered 
as consistent with “ Christianit}-,” arc the out- 
gro-wth of slavery ; and, as I have said, they conti¬ 
nue to hve in the church oven while slavery, at- 
tSi^ked from another quarter, is coming to an end, 
Aholitiouists have always rimUcated true Chiisti- 
anityfrom the imputation of allowing the 
which the church allows ; and it is necessary still 
to hold up to the public gaze the fact, that neither 
the group of Southern churches which so long prac¬ 
tised slavehokling, nor Jj^e Hkc-njiuded group of 
Northern churches which supported them in that 
sin, have any just clmm to be I’egarded as repre¬ 
sentatives of that system, taught by Jesus of Naza¬ 
reth, called Ohrist, which he summed up as 
j listing of love to God as the common Father, and 
love to men as equal brotbera. 


Elizabeth Oaot Stanton gate the see«d lec¬ 
ture of the Brooklyn Fraternity Botu'se on Tuesday 
evening last.
